The disease 
has been called "progressive 
systemic sclerosis,’ but the 
use of that term has been 
discouraged since it has been 
found that scleroderma is not 
necessarily progressive. The 
disease varies from patient-to- 
patient.

connectors and has completed a 
Shelby drop to the front suspension, 
including Granada disc brakes and Baer 
bump steer tie rods. To stiffen up the 
front end, a lower shock tower brace, 
Monte Carlo Bar, and updated export 
brace will be added. From the new 
school, Troy and Barb are hoping to 
utilize a stroker motor with either dual 
quad or three-by-two carburetor setup. 
Finishing off the project will be a silver 
paint job, red interior, Thunderbolt 
hood, and Torque Thrust wheels. 

Big Bird. Last but not least of their 
interesting collection is another 1964 
hardtop, nicknamed "Big Bird" for its 
upcoming color, Phonecian Yellow.

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the heater, dashboard, and headliner 
were packed with petrified apples, thus 
earning its original nickname. “Dirty 
Bird" is now being considered as a 
possible theme for this soon-to-be high 
performance car. 

The car is a very early build 1964 
hardtop, assembled in San Jose, which 
spent most of its life in Nevada. Very 
unique features of this early model, 
as noted by Troy, included a textured 
headliner, earlier style door panels, 
vinyl floor matting instead of carpet, 
and a console.

On August 16th, our credentials arrived in the form of an 8Y” x11 NS “Count Trossi” Best-in-Show 
full cover, spiral bound, heavy paper, four-color binder with a clear ہت‎ : X 
plastic cover. On September 6, we left Delhi, New York at 5:00 AM for 
the 106 mile journey to Lime Rock Park. After arriving at 7:30 AM, we 
were directed to our spot on the track.

Did You Know... 


Those California Black Plates are Back. Those original black and yellow California license plate are back. The 
license plate series began in 1963 when all vehicles were issued the new plates and ended in 1969. A black plate on a 
car and on the title signifies that the car has been in California continuously since that plate was issued. Originally, they 
were issued consecutively in alphabetical order, starting at AAA 000 in 1963 and ending in 1969 with ZZZ 999. These 
early plates sell at car shows and on eBay and can go for hundreds of dollars. 

Thanks to a bill introduced by a California assemblyman, they are again available. Like all California license plates, 
they're manufactured at a prison, made famous by the man in black, Johnny Cash. OK, you can sing along, “I'm stuck 
in Folsom Prison and time keeps dragging on." The throwback plates are stamped from the same molds as the ones 
from the 1960s, but with a few modern updates. In keeping with California law, a reflective gold paint is now used, 
presumably to make it easier for police to spot if, perhaps, you're laying a little heavy on the gas pedal.

WATER HEATED CARBURETOR SPACER — 
1960-61-62 Falcons Without Hot Water Heaters 


Falcons (and Fairlanes) with 144 and 170 cubic inch engines not equipped with hot water 
heaters did not have the water heated spacer, located below the carburetor, connected to the 
cooling system in production. Starting approximately May 1, 1962 production began to connect 
the water heated spacer to the cooling system to improve fuel economy and driveability as well 
as minimize carburetor icing. 

Where problems of poor fuel economy, driveability or carburetor icing are encountered on 
Falcon units not equipped with hot water heaters it is suggested that the water heated spacer be 
connected to the cooling system. It may be connected as follows: 


1. Drain engine cooling system. Remove carburetor air cleaner. 

2. Remove and discard pipe plugs from the water pump and cylinder head and install inlet and 
outlet nipples, part number SM-18599 to cylinder head and water pump. 

3. Cut two (2) hoses from bulk stock FDA-18472-A, one (1) 20" long and one (1) 43" long. 

4. Route the short hose from the cylinder head to the carburetor spacer and the long hose 


from the carburetor spacer to the dash panel support, and return to the water pump. 
Fasten hoses securely by means of four (4) BPA018572-A clamps. 


5. Mount rubberized clip 357955 -S at dash panel support with ee 
one screw 42120-SS and attach long hose to the clip. 


6. Wrap clamp (F AA-18954-A) securely around hoses at 
the crossover point. 





7. Refill engine cooling system and check for leaks. 


8. Reinstall air cleaner.
